and five others seriously injured, is 
the story of the frightful wreck on 
the Grand Trunk at Uuffield, near 
her.*, early today.

The main body of a biplane is 


made of two pianos '.* feet Ions: 
and 4 1-2 feet wide. 
The frame 


work of these planes is covered with 
rubberized linen. 
The front edges 


of both planes are elevated to allow 
the air to push tliem upward when 
the motor starts the propeller. 
The 


engine, propeller and aviator's seat 
are set in the center between the 
plades- 
Out in front of the avia- 


tor's seat is a small plane called the 
front control. 


At an e<|iial distance to the rear 


of the planes is the rear control or 
rudder. 
Steel supports run up from 


either side of the aviator's seat and 
support horizontal steel rods that 
fit under the aviator's arms. 
Di- 


rectly in front of the driver is a 
steering wheel like those used on 
autos. The steering wheel shaft can 
be moved forward or backward. 


When the aviator turns on his 


power, the hipiane runs along the 
ground on three small pneumatic 
tired wheels.

were he driving an auto. Wires con- 
nect the steering wheel with the 
rudder. 
The movable portion of the oper- 


ator's seat controls two balancing 
planes set beneath either end of the 
jpper plane. 
Quite often a sudden 


ust of wind causes a biplane to tilt. 


The balancing planes right the bi- 
>lane, and all the operator has- to 
do is to lean forward the high side 
of his machine. The movable sides 
of the seat do the rest. 


Two foot levers complete the list 


of things an aviator must keep on 
iis mind when flying. The right 
oot lever controls a brake that 
short circuits the motor, shutting off 
the power, and bears down hard 
upon the wheels when a landing is 
made on rough grounds or near 
woods that it would be disastrous to 
run into. 
The left foot lever controls the 


throttle of the engine turning on or 
off the power as needed. 


Curtiss' latest biplanes do not 


have the balancing planes between 
the two main pianes. 
Instead nar- 


row sections of the upper plane at 
each of the back corners are hinged 
so that they can be worked up or 
down. They serve the same purpose 
as the old style balancing planes and 
make a trimmer looking machine. 


Unconsciously,

effectively. Curtiss, who will Aug. 3'J 
attempt the all over water 
flight 


from Euclid Beach to Cedar Point 
and return, made the first move that 
resulted in a general demand for air 
etiquette rules governing air traffic. 


It was during a trial flight at 


Rheims, Prance, last summer, when 
he won the world's aviation cham- 
pionship, that Curtiss almost had a 
collision with a partly disabled aero- 
plane.
